Of Eclipſes of the Sun and Moon, the Cauſes of them, 
how and when they happen. , 

I. What an Eclipſe is? An Eclipſe is a privation or 
want of light in anOpacous or dark Body, which at ſome times 
is beheld or aſpected by a Luminous body; and therefore 
the Greeks call ic Eclipſis, which fignifies, a wanting, 
waining, failing or obſcuring, or to loſe light. 

II. Of the cauſe and reaſon of the Sun's Eclipſe. _ 

An Eclipſe of the O, is cauſed by the), who is # 
dark body, being interpoſed or placed between the O 
and our Nene, for the) being a dark body paſſing be- 
tween the (© and us, muſt needs during the time ot this 
her paſſage hinder rhe light of the O from us, either in 
whole or in part.
